ee THE WEDDING OF H. I. H. THE CROWN PRINCE 


On April 10, 1959, was issued a set of four special postage stamps — 
five yen, ten yen, twenty yen and thirty yen respectively — to commemorate 
the wedding of H. I. H. the Crown Prince. 

Aside from this, there was also issued on April 20, 1959, a miniature 
sheet having in its center the five-yen stamp (ceremonial fan) and the ten-yen 
stamp has ori of T. I. H. the Crown Prince and the Crown Princess) 
placed side by side, headed by the impression of the imperial crest of 
chrysanthemum shown in the center of the upper margin. Flanking this 
crest stand ten Chinese characters (five on either side) reading in transla- 
tion “In Commemoration of the Wedding of H. I. H. the Crown Prince.” 


The sheet is then inserted in a folder, the front cover of which is embellished
